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Here all may ſee what it is to be Conformiableto 
the Death of the Son of God, and what it 
is co be Conformed to the Image of the 
Son of God; and alſo what it is = Tranſ- 

farmed from the World : And likewiſe,how 
that We, the People of God in Scorn called 
Quakers, are the True Proteſtants, and have 
Suffered this Thirty Years by All the Powers 
for not Conforming tothe Reliques of Pope: 
ry, that have been held up by Presbyterians,. 

Independents, Anahaptiſts and Proteſtants, ſo 
called, who ſay, The Scripture is their Rule . 
but yet never could make theſe Popiſh Re- 
liques good by Scripture, . which they have 
praQiled, and for which we have Suffered. 


[The Noble Bereans ſearched the Scriptures daily; to 
| ſee whether thoſe things were ſo as the Apoſtles

Father's Subſtance. 


3dly, Thirdly, They muft net be Conformabletothe World ;, but be - 
Transformed fromthe World. 


Now to know what it is to be Transformed from the World, and 

not be Conformable to the World, firſt they muſt know what the 

World is, that they muft not-be Conformable unto, but be Tranſ- 
formed from. 

Which the Apoſtle deſcribes to be the Luſt of the Eye, the Luſt 
of the Fleſh, and the Pride of Life, which isnot of the Father, 
but ofthe World, and therefore muſt net be Conformed unto, nor 
_— but be Transfornded from ; for it paſſes away, and the Luſt | 
thereof. | 

For if any man love the World. (ſaith the Apoſtle) and the things + 
of the World, the Love of the Father i not in him, John 1.2.. ; 

Now to be Confermable to Chriſt's Death, the Apoftle faith, 1f 
they be. dead, with Chriſt, and Conformable to his Death; then they 
are dead with Chrift from the Rudiments of the World, and they cannot 
be ſubjeft to the Worldly Ordinances, and Commanarents, and Do> 
Arines of Men, 4EIV 

So here the, World hath its Ordinances, its Commandments and 
its Do&rines, which are not,to be touched, nor tafted, nor handled 
by them.that axe Conformable to the Death of Chriſt,” and are dead 
with him, and ſo Conformable to the Image of the Son of God, who 


the Brightneſs of God's Glory, And the Expreſs Image of his Sub» - 
force. = 8 oþ4 | Now . 
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Now all ſuch as are Conformable to the Death of Chriſt, and are 


dead with h'm, and are Conformed to the Image of the Son of 


God, which was the only Conformity the Apoftle preached up ; 
all ſuch (1F,) cannet be Conformable to the World, nor to the 
Lu ce, nor to the Luft of the Fleſh, nor to the Pride of 
Lift nor to their DoArines, nor Commandments of men, + 
nor Ordinames, nor Traditions, no not ſo much as to touch, taſte 
or han:ile them; for they all periſh with the uſing of them, ſaith 
the Apoſtle. But their Conformity muſt be to the Image of the 
Son of God, as the Apoſtles preached. 

Now this Conformity to the Son of God was never held up nor 
defended by Outward Carnal Weapons, neither by Chrift nor his 
Apoftles: for Chriftſaid, He cawe not to deſtroy men's Lives, but 
to ſave them. 

And the Apoſtles did affirm, that their War and Weapons were - 
not Carnal, but Spiritual; and they did not wreſtle with Fleſh and ' 
Blood, but with the Powers of Darknefs, and Spiritual Wicked- 
neſs in High Places, for the plucking and pulling down the Caſtles 
and Strong Holds of Satan, which he had ſet up in Men and 'Vo- 
men's Hearts ſince they fell from God. 

Soits clear, the Apoſtles did not preach up a Conformity to the 
Image of the Son of God by Carnal Weapons. . 

So the Apoſtles that preached Conformity to the Image of 
the Son of God, and to his Death, did Kt Hang, Burn, Ba- 
niſh, Impriſon-or Perſecute any, or Cut Off the Ears, or \Vhip, 
or Spoil any Peoples Goods, that did not Conform to the Image 
of the Son of God, or Conform to his Death. Nay, they did 
not Impriſon, Put to Death, er Spoil the Goods of any of them 
that-were conformable to the World and their Dodrines ; but in- 
vited them, and exhorted them, and ſhewed them the Danger, if 
they did not Conform to the Image of the Son of God, and receive 
his Grace, Light, Spirit, Truth and Goſpel. 
| And they that-did not Dye with Chriſt, could not Live with 


him nor Suffer with him, could not Reign with him. 


Now they that are conformable to the Image of the Son of God, 
are conformable to their Saviour, their Redeemer and Mediator, 
and to the New Covenant of Grace, Light and Life, and to the - 


Worſhip in Spirit add Truth, and tothe (yve Church which Chrift 
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is the Infallible Head of, who hath dcftroyed the Devil and his I- 
mage, who is the Head of all falſe Images, and Image-makers and 
Worſhippers. 

And therefore it is but fit that all Chrift;ans ſhould be nſorm: 
able to the Image of Chriſt; and unto the Happineſy "ofh- 
formity the Devil is an Enemy, and Satan isan A as 
he is a Devil, he ſecks to deſtroy all them that are c e 'untd 
it, and that bear the Image of the Son of God. 

And now all the DoQtines, Rudiments and Commandments of 
men, which are not to be touched nor taſted, and ſo not to be con- 
formed unto, but transformed from; for they are but the Inventi- 
ons of ſuch as have not heard God and Chriſts Voice, though they 
may have all the Form of Godlineſs both in the Old and New Teſta- 
ment; and being out of the Power and Spirit that they were in that 
gave it forth, all ſuch are to be turned away from, and not to be 
conformed unto, according to the Apoſtles DoQrine. 

For itis the Power and Spirit of God and Chrift that brings to 
turn away from them, and brings to be conformed to the Image of 
the Son of God, and ſo to do his Will, and to know his Do&trine 
that is from above. 

Now the Do@tines, Ordinances, Commandments and Rudi- 
ments of the men of theWorld,they are below: For the World by Wi/- 
dom knows not God; and they with their Witdom would bring all 
men to a Conformity to their Image, like Nebuchadnezzer which 
he ſet up, and to fall down to it, elſe into his fiery Furnace they 
muſt be thrown, and Daniel! muſt be caſt inito the Lyons Den. 

So this was in the time of the Old Covenant amongſt the Fes, 
who were to be conformable to the Law of God. So they wexe 
not to conform to the Ordinances or Commandments, and Decrees, 
and Wayes, and Worſhips of the men of the World, as Nebuchad- 
neetar and Darin, and the like, about Religion. X 

Which Law and old Covenant that came by —_ Chriſt hath 
aboliſhed : But Grace and Truth is come by Jeſus Chrift, in hisnew 
Covenant,by which all muſt hear Chriſt,who is an infallible Prophet, 
and an infallible Prieſt, who lives forever, and is an infallible Shep- 
herd and Biſhop of Peoples Souls; and to his infallible Image mult 
a!1true Chriſtians be conformed. mar 
"Now fince the Apoſtles dayes, how many Wayes, Religione, 
% , Worſhips, 
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"Worſhips, Faiths and Creeds have been made by. Men and Coun- 
cils, unto which Conformity hath been required; and yet they 
confeſs and ſay, They have not the ſame Power and Infallible Spirit as 
the Apofiles had. So then it's clear they are not guided by the ſame 


forth Doc K et ſuch take upon them to Judge of, and give 


forth | Religions, Wayes, Worſhips, Faiths, and of 
mens Eterval-States, with their Fallible Spirit which they confeſs 
they areing and then all their Religions, Wayes, Worſhips, Faiths, 
Dodrines, Creeds, Ordinances and Direfories muſt be Fallible. 
And yet theſe are ſuch as will Fine and Compel (with Carnal wea- 
pons) men to Conform, and fall down to, and conform to their 
fallible Wayes, DoQrines, Religions, Worſkips, Faiths, Creeds 
and Ordinances and Canons,. by force of Carnal Weapons. 

And what is this they would have Conformity to? But the Like+ 
nels or Image ofa Way, Religion, Faith and Worſhip, that is not 
ſet up by the ſame Infallible Spirit and Power as the Apoſtles were 
in: And becauſe People will not conform and bow down to their 
Image of a Faith, Religion, Worſhip and Church, that their fal- 
lible Spirit hath ſet up; therefore they will Baniſh, Whip, Impri- 
ſon, Burn and Hang, or ſpoil the Goods of ſuch as cannot conform 
to this their Image. % 

Now how many Images of Religions and Wayes have been ſet up 
fince the Apoſtles dayes ? And how much Blood hath been ſhed ? 
And what Burning, Baniſhing, Killing, Hanging and ſpoiling of 
Goods hagh ray 6 not conforming to the Image which this fallible 
Spirit hath ſet up?For they all confels theyhave not the ſame infallible 
Spirit and Power as the Apoftles had : And yet theſe called Chrifts« 


«38 will ſay the Scriptures are their Rule for their Life and Praftice, . 
&c. Then let themicome to the Rule and try their PraQtices by it. ' 


For the Apoftles did not Hang, Burn, Baniſh, or Impriſon, or 
ſpoil the Goods of any that were not conformable to the Image of 
the Son of God, but it:1] conformed to the World. Neither did 
they wreſtle with Fleſh and Blood; : and the Weapons of their 
Warfare were Spiritual, and\not Carnal, by which they wreſtle 
# with. Spiritual Wickedneſſes, and pluckt down the ſtrong Holds of 


Satan, which he the foul Spirzt had ſet up in Men and Womens - 


- . Now all you that mieſtle with Fleſh and Blood, with Carnad 
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Weapods, - 
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Weapons, and have Hanged, Burned, Imprifoned, Baniſhed: and: 
ſpoiled the Goods of fuch as could not conform to the Image of your -

And the Turk he cryes, Conform, Conform to his Image which 
Aſahomet hath ſet up, and to their Alcor-7. 

And did not the Heathen Emperors cry, Conform, Conform, and 
perlecute the Chriſtians, becaule they could not conform to their 
Idol Images, which they had ſet up? 

And the Proteflant he cryes Conform, Conform, or elle Perſecute 
and [mpriſon, as the many Goals do teftific. 

And the Precbyterian he cryed, Conform, Conform to his Image 
the DireFory, or elſe he will Hang them on his Gallows, and cut 
off the Ears, Baniſh, Whip, and ſpoil the Goods of all ſuch as will 
not Conform, as witnefs the Pregbyterian Pricits and Magiſtrates in 
New-England; and alſo in Old England they were bad enough,who 
eryced, Conform, Conform'to their Direftory: And yet tigy confels 
_ that they have not the ſame Spirit.and Power as the Apoſtles 


And the Independents they cry, Conform, Conform to their Image, 
their Church-F aith they made at the Savoy in Elcavendayes time, 
and ſo would have all to conform te their Church, Way, Faith and

conformed to the Image of the Son of God, and be conformable to his

So every one that gets uppzrmoſt, and gets the Staff of Autho- 
rity, commands People to put into hi- Bag, and to fecd their Prieſts 
, with Tythes an! fet Maintenance, &c. And the Prieſts cry, The 
Law of the Land requires it, But no Law or Command of Jeſus 

requires it, who ſaid, Freely you have received, freely give. | 

So hath it not been the Beaſt and the Whore that did compel all 
with cheir Carnal Weapons to conform to their Images ? But 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles did not compel any to conform by Carnal 
Weapons to his Image, neither did they ſpoil.the Goods of any of 
t1oſc that would rot be conformable to the Image of Chrift. 

Neither do you read that the Few: did compel any of the Natiens 
they had Conquered, to be conformable to the Law of God, but 
they lived ender them as Tributaries: Bur if of their own accord 
they wovld joyn with them in a Veluntary ſubmiſſion, they might. . 

N:ither do weread that Ring Abome/rch did go about to compel 
Abraham or Iſaac to conform to his Religion, or that cither 4bra- 
ham or Iſaac went about to compel him os any of his Subjects, to 
conform to their God and his Law, by or with Carnal Weapons. 

Neither do we. tead that Pharaoh did go about to compel by Car- 
nal Weapons the Children of 1/7ac!, which ſojourned in his Country 
to be of his Religion; 

Neither do weread that Jo/eph, when he had great power in e/E- 
gy?t, next unto the King, did go about to compel any of the ef» 
£yptians to be of his Religion, or that Fharaobk 014 go about to com+

Neither do we read that any of thoſe famous Fathers in the old

Therefore, how far are men degenerated fince the Apoſtles days,

them that are conformed to the Image of the Son of God judge. 
And thus People having erred from the Spirit of God and Chriſt, 
and hating his Light, and walking deſpightiully againſt the Spirit of 

Grace, not being conformable to the Image of the Son of Godin 

themſelves, but arc eeaformable to the Spirit of the World in them,

And this Church is a holy Prieſthood, offering up ſpiritual Sacri- 
ficcs unto God ; of which Church Chrift is the heavenly and fpiri- 
tual Head and Husband; and fo their heavenly Prophet and Biſhop, 
and ſpiritual Prieſt, that lives forever in his Church, | 

And now, we have been branced, as being Papiſfs and Jeſuits, 
and Popiſhly affefted. But be it known to all the World, That we 
are ncither Papiſts nor Popiſhly affefted; for our Religion, Way 
and Worſhip, and the Grace, Truth, Spirit, Faith and Goſpel of 
Chriſt, which we walk and live in, was before the Pope, Papifts and 
Jeſvits, and their Religions and Worſhips were, 

And we have ſuffered in the dayes of Oliver Cromwell, and 
in his Long-Parliament-Time ; and before Oliver was Pro- 
tetor we ſuffered by Papiſts Laws, and Laws made in Queen 
Mary's time. 

And we ſuffered in the dayes of the Presbyterians, Independents, 
and Anabaptiſts, and now by the Epiſcopalians. 

And the chiefcauſe of all our Suffcrings,that have been by all theſe 
that have had Power, was for denying, and not joyning to the Po- 
piſh and Jeſvitical Wayes, and the Reliques of the Papiſts, which 

they held up and allowed of amongſt them. 


As Firſt, For our not paying the Presbyterian Priefts, Independents 
and Baptiſ/s, and now the Epiſcopalians, their __—_ Eafter- 
reckonings, Midfommer-dues,, Mortuaries, and fuch like, and 
Surplices, Pulpit-clothes and Cuſhions,. and Steeple-houfe or old 
'Ma{s-houſeRates ; and Clerks Wages, and ſuch like Services. 

Now hath not the Pope and the Papifts been the Founders of all. 
theſe things, and not Chriſt nor his Apoſtles ? and do not all theſe” |» 
things tink of Popery ? for Chrift ſaith to his Miniſters, that he 
made and ſent forth to preach ; Freely you have received, Freely grve. 
Ard the Apoſtle faith, Hr roverrd no mans Silver, or Gold, _ 
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garely but by! the Goſpel within | 200 and declared againk Cg- 
vetous Teachers, 

And Chrift aid, The extward Temple ſhould be thrown down, and 
not one Stone left upon another; for he would build up a Temple of tt- 
wing Stones ; 4 ſpiritual Houſhold, inhis new Covenant, whole hovſ- 


hold the true Chriſtians are, 
And Stephex and the Apoſtle ſaid, The wot High d'd net dwell in 


Temples made with hands. 
And moreover the Apoſtle ſaid, That the Bodies of the Saints werg 


the Temples of God and of Chriſt, and of his holy Ghoſt. 

So then they wer=znot like to Mend or Repair the old Temple and 
Houſes, and call them Churches, whenas they ſaid, The mof# High 
dwelt not in Temples made with hands, but their Bodies were the 
Temples of the holy Ghoſt. And ſo Chriſt preached or propheſied, 
That they ſhould be thrown down ;, and the Apoſtles preached them 
down, and faid, The Bodies of the Believers were the Temples of the 


Living God. 


2dly, We have ſuffered becaufe we would not bring our Infants, 
and give the Prieſt Money for to ſprinkle them ; and Church 
our Women : And becauſe we would not Marry with the 
Prieſt, and bring him a Ring to put on, and give him Money for 


that Service. 
And hath not this alſo been derived from the Pope, Papiſts and 


Heathen, who Marryed with the Ring? and not from Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles; which Prattice of theirs herein they could never 
prove, or make good by Scripture, from Chriſt and the Apoſt'cs, 

And alſo, We have luffered for bearing our T<ſtimony againſt 
their Prieſts Education at Schools, and their taking of Degrees, az 
Batchelors and Maſters of Art, and Deftors of Divinity, &c. and 
againſt their Garbs of White Coats and Black Coats, and their 
being called of men Maſters, like the proud Phariſees, and to be 
called Gracious Lords, like the Genrzles, 

And are not all theſe things from the Pope and Papsſts, and the 
- Heathen ? and not from Chriſt nor the Apoſtles, 

For Chriſt forbids his Miniſters to be called of men Maſters; For 
you have but one Mafter, even Chriſt; and you are all Brethren; 
and that they ſhould nor exerciſe Lordſhip one over anotker, like th:

Gentiles; and be called Graciom Lords for it fhould not 
be ſo among(t them. 

And the Apoſtle Peter exhorted, That they ſhould feed 
the Flock of God,but not to be a Lord's over Gods Inheritance, 
asin1 Pet.5, Jn the Wirld there be Lord's many , but to us 
but One Lird Feſw Chrift, by whom were all things made ; 
and one Lord God, the Creator of all, andone Faith, and one 
Baptiſm : And Chriſt alone is the one ſaving Baptizer, 

And therefore, how can the Pope, and his Biſhopg 
and Cardinals ſay, They are the Succeſſors of Peter, when 
they are called Lords? which Petey forbids any of his 
Succeflors to be called Lords ; but to be Examples tothe 
Flock, And fo, in this they are Tranſgrefſors of Petey's 
Doarine and Command, and Chriſt's, who hath (aid, 
They ſhould not be called Gracious Lords, likt the Gentiles, 

And Chriſt faith, whom God hath Joyn'd together let mo man 
put aſſunder.So he doth not ſay,whom the Prieſt ſhall joy 
togethor, or Marry with the Ring; But, whom God joyn- 
eth together, let no man-put aſſunder. ; 

But amongſt the Seas aforelaid, the Priefts have Mo- 


ney for Joyning ; and alſo will put aſſunder and Divorce. . 


24ly, Becauſe we will not Bow and put off our Hats, 
and cannot ſay You to a Single Perſon, but Thou , and 
becauſe we will not Swear art all. 
And is not all+ this from the Pope and Pa- 
pifts, and not from Chriit and 'his Apoſtles? For 


where did ever they caſt any .into Priſon for not putting 


off their Hats tothem,. though Every Knee muſt bow to the 
Name of Feſis ©: 
But the Apoftle doth not ſay, that every one muſt bow 


the Knee tothe Apoſtles, or the Pope, and that they 
muſt be uncovered to them for the Apoſtle taught, Ther 


they 
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they muſt be Uncovered ia their Praying or Prophecying to the 
Lord, becauſe man 5s the Image of God: But he doth not 
ſay, they ſhould be uncovered to men, or bow the Knee 
to them, but to the Name of Jeſus, and to Gcd the 
Father, 


4thly, And becauſe we cannot Swear and take Oathes, 
have we ſuffered, and been caſt in Priſon, And hath 
not this come from the Pope, and Papiſts, and Hzathen, 
to amongſt the Chriſtians, and not trom Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles? 

For Chriſt ſaid, Swear not at all; though they had Sworn 
in the old Covenant, and they thenin the ol] Time were not 
to Swear falſly, but truly, and to perform their Oathes to the 
Lord : But Chriſt in his new Covenant of Grace, and in 
his Goſpel ſaith, Swear not at all, but let your Yea be Tea, 
”7 _ Nay, Nay , fer whatſoever is more than this cometh 
of Evil, 

And the Apoſtle Fames ſaid, Above all things, my Bre- 
thren, Swear not, neither by Heaven, nor by Earth, nor by 
any other Oath, left you fall into Condemnation, 

So whether bes we follow Chriſt and the Apoſtles, - 
or the Pope and his Papifts and Jeſuits, and the Heathes, 
or others that uphold their Principles ? 

So in moſt of the Things and Cauſes that we have ſuf- 
fered, it hath been for bearing a Teſtimony againſt Fopery, 
and the Heatbeniſh and Fewiſh Inventions and Traditions. 

For are not Tythes, Fafter-reckonings and Midſume 
mer-dues, their old Maſs-houſe and Cl: rks Wages, with 
their Preaching Funeral Scrmons, and their Mortuaries, 
and Churchiog of Women, and Sprinkling little Infants, 
and Signing them with the Sign of the Croſs, = _ 
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fathers and Godmother, and thieir tony and their 
Preaching for Money, and by the Hour-Glaſs, and 
their making of Miniſters at Schools and Colledges, 
with their Titles of Batchel/ors, Maſters and Doors, and 
calling Biſhops Gracio# Lords; and their taking of their 
Degrees, and their expeCtation of being bowed unto,and 
having You ſaid to one of them, with their diſtingui. 
ſhing Garments, and White and Black Coats, &c. 

Is not all this Trumpery, and much more of the ſame 
ſort from the Pope, Papiſts, Heathen or Fews,and not from 
Chriſt nor the Apoſtles ? 

And have not theſe been, many of them, the chief 

things for which we have been Impriſoned&Perſecuted, 
and ſome Baniſhed ; and for Meeting together in Houſes, 
as the Apoſtles and Saints did ; yea, Chriſt himſelf had 
his Meetings upon Mountains , and preached out of 
Ships. Yea, many Thouſands of us have ſuffered Im- 
priſonment and Spoiling of Goods and ſome were B1. 
niſhed in Oliver's dayes, and ſince, for not joyning to 
theſe things, which originally came from the Papifts, or 
Heathens, or Fews, which PraQtice of theirs ia theſe 
things we have born Teſtimony againft, rhey could ne- 
ver make good by Scripture of the new Teſtament, 

And therefore, how can either the Presbyterians, In 
dependents, Anabaptiſts or Epiſcopalians brand us for being 
Papifts, or Jeſuitically affeted , when that our Sufferings 
have been this thirty Years, or more; ſome of us for not 
Conforming to thoſe things aforeſaid, which came from 
the Pope and Papiſts, Fews and Heathens ? 

And they that live in thoſe Popiſh things, which they 
cannot make good by the Scripture of the new Tefta- 
ment, and yet fay, 7t #4 their Rule, ſuch are Popilhly 


affezed themſelves,

But we are the True Prov Pane-Chrifttans ard in the 
fame Power and Spirit the Apoſtles were in, and do pro- 
teſt againſt a)! that which the Apoſtatized Spirit hath ſet 
up, which is in the Error, from that Power and Spirit 
the Apoſtles were io, 

So the Doarires, Commandments, Ordinances and 
Traditions, that this Spirit of Error hath ſet up, which 
is erred from that Power and Spirit the Apcitles were 
in, we cannot touch, taſte, handle nor joyn with. 


5thly, Is not all the Obſerving of Holy Dayes, nd 
making of Holy Dayes, as Chriffmefi, Candlemafi, Michaet- 
eff, Eaxfter, whitſentide, and their Lents, and calling 
their Dayes and Moneths by the Heathens Names,as is in 
their A/manzcks, from the Pope, Papiſts and Heathens, and 
not from Chrift nor the Apoſtles ? 

And have not we ſuffered Impriſonment and Spoiling 
of Goods,for not Obſerving their Holy Dayes, ſo called ?: 

And was it not the Work and Labour of the Apoſtle 
to bring People off from obſerving Dayes, Moneths, 
Times and Years ? and them that did go into ſuch things 
(to wit, Obſerving of Dayes) the Apoſtle told them, 
That he was afraid he had beſtowed laboar in vain ufon them, 

Therefore, as I ſaid before, how ean any in Truth 
and Righteouſneſs, brand us as Papifts, when we 
have ſuffered by you that call your ſelves Proteſtants, for 
denying ſuch Popery as you allow of ; and have ſpoiled 
our Goods for not obſerving your Popiſh Holy Dayes; 
and other Popiſh Things? And yet you ſay, The Sorip- 
ture is your Rule, when you have no ſuch Command 1n 
the new Teftament, to obſerve Dayes, ncr thoſe things 
afore»mentioned, but the contrary. Fc 
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And fo, for bearing a Teſtichony, and Proteſting a- 
gainft ſuch things which you have not from Chriſt nor 
the Apoſtles, but was ſet up by that Power and Spirit, 
which is erred from the Power and Spirit the Apoſtles 
were in; and for bearing a Teſtimony againſt the Works 
and Fruits of this Erring Spirit, have we ſuffered by you 
called Proteſtants, and by the Papiſts allo. 

So our Sufferings have been becauſe we could not joyn 
to that which you have had from the Papiſis, Heathens 
and Fews, and not from Chriſt nor the Apoſtles. 

. I fay, We. who are of the Houſhold of the True Ca- 
tholick Faith, in which the Church was in the Apoſtles 
dayes, have ſuffered by you, and been branded as Papifts; 
whereas in Truth we are the true Proteſtant-Chriſftians, 
bearing ws jos {> auf all Popiſh, Heazheniſh and Few- 
i/b Inventions, which + have becn ſet up by that Spirit 
which..is erred from that Power and Spirit the Apoſtles 
were in, -- 

So as Moſes the Servant was faithful over his Houſe in 
the Old Covenant, and the Law of Works ; fo Chriſt 
the Son of God is over his Spiritual Houſe, in his Ne 
- Covenant of Light, Life and Grace, whole Houſe ws 
are,
